Delivered by W. M. McFaddcn. County Super- 
•itendcnt of Public Instruction, before the 
Teachers' Instftute in this City, Nov. 5th. 


Ladles and Gentlemen, and Fellow- 
Citizens: A gain we have assembled in 
eon vent ion to discuss various subjects 
of m utual interest and profit, pertain­ 
ing to our profession. 
W e can be 
engaged in no subject of greater im ­ 
portance than the promotion of the 
welfare of our common schools; they 
im m ediately underlie the characteris­ 
tic features of our social system , and 
all the fountains of th a t wide-spread 
intelligence which, like a perennial 
vitality, pervades the nation, and are 
th e nurseries of th at inquiring spirit to 
which we are indebted for the purity 
and preservation of our free in stitu ­ 
tions. 
They remove bigotry, preju­ 
dice, oppression and superstition, and 
substitute 
liberality, 
freedom 
of 
thought, freedom of expression, cour­ 
age and loyalty. They elevate all who 
im prove the advantages ottered by 
them to a higher and nobler life. 
In some things the schools of Los 
Angeles county are in a very satisfac­ 
tory condition. The only objection I 
can urge is, that a large m inority of 
th e children do not avail them selves 
of the opportunities offered by attend­ 
ing school, although the last year's 
statistics show a large increase over 
former years. It is a great consolation 
to me, who have been County Super­ 
intendent of Schools for nearly four 
years, to see the schools under m y su­ 
pervision in so nourishing and pros­ 
perous a condition. As statistics are 
usually dry and uninteresting, I will 
present but a few, com paring th e edu­ 
cational condition of the county now, 
w ith w hat it was four years ago. 
W hen I took charge of the office of 
Superintendent of Schools, there were 
4,424 census children between 5 and 15 
years of age. 
Now there are (1,173. 
Then there were 1,684 under 5 years; 
now there are 2,475. Then there were 
1,878 in public or private schools, or 40 
per cent, of all between 5 and 15 years 
of age; now there are 3,331, or 54 per 
cent. 
Then there were 24 districts; 
now there are 39. Then the valuation 
of school property was 822,628; now it 
is 883,736. Then the am ount of sala­ 
ries paid teachers was $13,647; n o w it 
is $30,808. Then the average yearly 
term was 6 m onths; now it is 7. Then 
the average m onthly salary paid to 
teachers was 874; now it is 884. Then 
the average salary to lady teachers 
was $66; now it is $78. Then the total 
annual expenditure for all school pur­ 
poses was $18,717 83; now it is $53,­ 
892 48. Then the annual receipts from 
all sources for school purposes were 
$33,622 09; nowr they are 807,420 13. 
Then there were but eight teachers 
who held diplomas, or first-grade cer­ 
tificates; now there are 33 first-grades. 
Then there were 14 second-grades; now 
there 16. 
And then, as now, there 
were six third-grades. 
D uring the same tim e tw enty four 
new school buildings have been erected, 
m ost of which are substantial and 
elegant houses constructed upon im ­ 
proved plans, and nearly all furnished 
w ith excellent patent bent-wood fur­ 
niture. 
Im provem ents have 
been 
made 
to seven other school houses, and 
contracts arc let for the erection of four 
more houses. 
Truly, there has been 
progress made in the construction of 
houses, and I believe the intellectual 
progress have kept pace w ith the 
m aterial. 
I held out every induce­ 
m ent to teachers of experience and re­ 
cognized ability to come and “ buckle 
on their arm or” and do battle w ith us, 
and 1 congratulate Los Angeles coun­ 
ty on having such a corps of teachers 
in her public schools. 
D uring an ex- 
jierience of thirteen years as a teacher 
in different States and different coun­ 
ties of this State, w ithout flattery to 
th e teachers here, I can truly say, "that 
I have never seen a more dignified and 
intelligent lot of teachers than those 
of Los Angeles county, not m erely 
book worms but m inds stored w ith 
general 
inform ation, 
enriched 
by 
travel, and coming in contact w ith the 
outside world, reading and observa­ 
tion. All of whom are leaving their 
im press upon the various schools. 
I regret to say th at only three 
fourths of all the children between 5 
and 15 years nttond public and private 
schools. 
Ignorance is the worst foe to 
reform, intelligence is essential to «la­ 
te r a l growth, and virtue to m oral 
progress. 
Culture of the head and 
culture of the heart are the direct ave­ 
nues to these two ends. 
Ignorance is 
no doubt the cause of a great deal of 
th e want, misery, degredatiou, and 
crime. 
Our prisons, in which we cage 
the hum an wild beasts th a t prey upon 
m ankind, and our alms-houses, those 
common sewers in which we float the 
dregs of society down to the grave, are 
full 
to 
overflowing. 
Houses 
are 
licensed by law, or allowed by custom 
in almost every town and village, to 
m inister to the depraved appetites of 
the bad and to allure the unsuspecting 
to destruction. 
Trade has its decep­ 
tions. 
Hypocrisy sits w ith brazen 
face in front pews. The love of money 
displaces in m en’s bosoms, all sense of 
honor, justice and honesty. 
H um an 
spiders lurk in every corner to lure in­ 
to their toils, the innocent and suck 
th eir blood. 
Public duty yields up its 
life, to the hungry pack of private 
interests, and Patriotism grows sick 
at heart in being compelled to w itness 
th e 
sacrifice. 
Corruption w ith a 
gian t’s strength and a fiend’s puiqiose, 
is sapping the very foundations ot free 
institutions nmong us, and the goddess 
of Liberty weeps continual tears in 
view of tüe danger that threatens her 
long^ought home of freedom. 
W e cannot expect’m uch of political 
parties which need reforming them ­ 
selves. 
Society may rot. If it does so 
in the dark, unseen iu the garret or 
cellar the best laws are satisfied. 
The 
Church colls men to repentance w ith a 
voice th a t ia heard throughout the 
world, but hearts th at are hardened 
heed It not. 
Thus men grow better 
slowly* th e present generation seems 


to have advanced very little m orally 
beyond the point reached by the pre­ 
ceding one, and there arc those who 
m aintain 
that the 
civilization 
of 
which we boast is in m any respects no 
higher th an th at attained by certain 
nations thousands of years ago. 
The thought has occurred, w hether 
there is no more open w ay of reform­ 
ing the world than those th at have 
enlisted the chief strength, talent and 
zeal of philanthropists and Christians. 
I pretend to no new discovery when 
I declare that in no direction can a 
reform be more productive of rich 
fruits, than to secure the right educa­ 
tion of the child. 
“One ounce of pre­ 
vention” here, as in all other cases, 
“is w orth a pound of cure.” 
A child is as clay in the hands of 
the potter, and can be moulded at will 
by parents and teacher. 
Bend the 
twig and you w ill incline the tree. 
If 
w hat has been said is true, or even 
approxim ates the truth, it invests the 
subject of the education of the young 
w ith an im portance th at should a t­ 
tract to it the attention of all who 
strive to im prove the condition of so­ 
ciety, and to m ake men better. The 
best way to reform is to reform the 
children; this is th e weak side of the 
enemies’ works. 
Every blow struck 
here tells. 
If all the children of the 
county could be brought under good 
influences, the battlem ents of error 
and wrong would fall like the walls of 
Jericho at the sound of the lsraelitish 
trum pets. 
The patriotic cry of our fathers in 
revolutionary tim es was, “ M illions 
for instruction, th at little m ay be 
needed for poverty and crim e.” 
It is the duty of the parent to feed, 
clothe and educate his children. W hen 
he neglects his duty, it is the right 
and duty of the S tate to step between 
the parent and child, and perform the 
neglected duties. 
The State furnishes 
liberal provision for the education of 
her future citizens, th at they m ay be 
more happy and prosperous, and more 
useful m embers of society; and if they 
neglect or refuse to avail themselves of 
the facilities afforded by the State, or 
sim ilar ones, the State by enactm ent 
should compel them to do so. A word 
upon the rules, regulations and course 
of study adopted by the State Board of 
Education: 
N othing can be more beneficial to 
the schools than a uniform system of 
grading; 
it enables the teacher to 
bring up his classes, rank and file, in 
the whole course of studies, and saves 
him tim e and unnecessary labor; but 
to comply strictly to the letter under 
all circum stances, I do not believe in. 
It often occurs that pupils advanced in 
years enter school for u few m onths to 
pursue one or two branches that they 
are m ost deficient in, and that they 
most need. It would be folly to re­ 
quire them to com ply strictly w ith the 
rules for grading, besides it would do 
them a positive injury. 
Common 
sense in this, as in everything else, is 
necessary to form a correct judgm ent. 
Labor is a necessary condition of 
hum anity, and lie who has been 
taught to labor w ith system and 
method has learned a more valuable 
lesson than the eleven propositions, 
Book 4, of Legendre. Or a thorough 
knowledge of quadratic equations, 
and to form 
habits of 
study to 
reduce 
odds and 
ends 
to system 
and m ethod is as m uch of a teacher’s 
work and duty as to teach the m ulti­ 
plication table. 
The different condi­ 
tions of the children should not be 
taken into account. 
All are required 
to labor; all should be taught industry. 
The poor work to get bread for their 
appetites, the rich to get appetites for 
their bread. 
According to natural 
laws, all should acquire habits of in­ 
dustry, and iu no place can those habits 
be better acquired than under an ac­ 
tive, industrious and energetic teacher. 
Home teachers are too scientific and 
reduce all subjects to a science, and 
their m ethods of conducting recitations 
to a science are so high th at they can­ 
not get down to the level of the child. 
I believe th at as a large m ajority of 
the scholars in our public schools will 
have to earn their bread by the sweat 
of their brow, it is vastly more bene­ 
ficial to teach them those things which 
they will be called upon to practice 
th an to chase after shadows by com­ 
m itting rules, definitions and explana­ 
tions and neglect th e substance. 
For 
example m any teachers teach the sci­ 
ence of gram m ar and neglect it as an 
art. Their pupils can recite rules, defi­ 
nitions, 
conjugations, 
declensions, 
analyze and parse till you would be 
surprised at the vast am ount of knowl­ 
edge their sm all heads contained, yet 
those same scholars can scarcely open 
their m ouths to speak or put pen on 
paper to w rite u sentence unless they 
violate some of th e very rules that 
they can so glibly recite. 
W hat is the 
use knowing how to explain L. U. M., 
G. C. D. and w hy you invert the di­ 
visor in division of fractions, and not 
know how to perform the examples 
under the different rules when they 
occur in practice. 
I do not deprecate 
science, but I deprecate the w ant of 
art which should, in all cases, precede 
science. 
In a few m onths I will retire from 
the office of (Superintendent of Schools. 
I shall not, iu all probabilities, m eet 
you officially in a body again. 
You 
will pardon me if I allude to m y acts 
and work during m y connection w ith 
the schools. 
I am "well aware th at 
m any things have been neglected or 
m ight have been better performed; but 
during m y first term of office, the 
salary which m y predecessor received, 
including traveling 
expenses, 
was 
$740, but for m y accommodation it was 
fixed by legislative enaction at $400, 
w ithout traveling expenses or any 
perquisites. I visited all the schools 
In the county twice and was alw ays 
to be found on m y regular office days 
in m y office. 
I traveled over 4,000 
m iles during m y term , paying all of 
m y expenses, and ut the end of my 
first term I found I had done all of the 
work for nothing and had paid $150 for 
tlie privilege. 
I sought the office the 
second tim e for a two-fold purpose. 
First—For the selfish reason of m aking 
an efTort to get even by having m y 
salary raised; and second, that 1 hud 
inaugurated several reforms which I 
wished to carry into operation. 
The legislature dealt more liberally 
w ith me during th e present term , but 
still did not m ake the salary sufficient 
to justify m e to give my whole tim e 
to the duties of the office, and as I was 
compelled to look in some other direc­ 
tion for a partial support, I may have 
neglectid some of m y official duties. 
1 urged our legislators to m ake the 
salary sufficient to justify the Buper- 
intehdent to give his whole tim e to 
the dutteá (it the office, and require 


him to d o it; the work is constantly 
increasing, and if the ,Superintendent 
has to devote a part of his tim e to 
other pursuits, there will be two things 
neglected. 
If I have neglected any 
duties it is not willful, but bjcause of 
the parsim ony of those who m ake the 
laws. 
I have traveled during m y 
term of office, attending to private and 
public business in this county, 5,(XX) 
miles annually during th e hist four- 
years. 
I have found the office no sine­ 
cure. 
I expect to fall back at the expira­ 
tion of m y term of office into the 
ranks as a private. 1 feel proud of m y 
profession, and believe th a t I can do as 
much good in the capacity of a teacher 
as any other; but, before I retire, per­ 
mit me to offer you all m y sincere and 
heartfelt thanks for the uniform eour- 
tsey and kindness always extended to 
me", and for your hearty co-operation 
in all things pertaining to the ad­ 
vancem ent of the cause of education. 
I shall, in future, look back w ith 
pleasure to m y connection with the 
schools of Los Angeles county, and 
warm ly cherish the m any pleasant 
associations with the teachers. 
I hope that you will extend to my 
successor the same courtesy ann good 
fellowship, and give the same co-ope­ 
ration to him that you have given to 
me, harm ony and 
strength 
being 
the support of all things, and particu­ 
larly iu advancing the educational in­ 
terests of a new and spasrely settled 
country. 
If the schools are kept up 
properly the citizens will become more 
intelligent, honest, m oral and p at­ 
riotic; and cnpital will become the 
servant of science, art and literature.

He exhorts, appeals, 
entreats, exjs»stulates.

T h e H e r a l d has tried to 
avoid this, it has lield back that other 
newspapers and other i>ersons should 
take the lead. 
No body is of so much importance to 
Los Angeles as its Chamber of Com­ 
merce. Through this body the people 
unite and work together for their com­ 
mon individual interest, when the 
common government cannot go, has 
no authority. 
11 appoints committees 
to investigate; it raises funds to carry 
on improvements; it secures union, 
and united efforts. One man can ac­ 
complish little, but a hundred in a 
Chamber of Commerce representing 
10,000 in a city, can accomplish won­ 
ders. They can secure the building of 
railroads and hotels, the establishment 
of steamship I i lie s , the abatement of 
nuisances.

Transplanting Trees. 


It is a |s)pular idea that trees, and 
especially deciduous ones, from the 
shedding of their leaves in Autumn 
until about the time of the swelling of 
the buds for the ensuing foliage, re­ 
main in a dormant condition; but such 
is not the fact, at least in climates like 
that of this country. 
Although there may be no visible 
signs of active life above the ground, 
there is a continual circulation of sap, 
and the roots continue to grow, form­ 
ing additional tibrous ones with their 
terminating spongioles, ready to en­ 
gage in the work of sucking moisture 
from the ground, to be carried up and 
employed in the foliage season for the 
further building up of the form and 
for the fruit. 
This continued activity of trees may 
be easily demonstrated, and the growth 
of new rootlets observed, by planting 
(at this time, November,) in warm, 
moist ground a green willow-cutting 
or stake, and allowing it to remain so 
planted in the warm moist ground 
until about tlie time when it com­ 
mences to develope new buds and 
sprouts, and then carefully removing 
tiie ground from around the buried 
part ot' the cutting, the new rootlets 
which have been thrown out during 
this apparent dormant state will be 
discovered. 
It is a law of the physiology of 
plants wortli being known and re­ 
membered by the planters, that when 
the earth, in which the roots of 
a tree is imbedded, is warmer than 
the 
atmosphere 
surrounding 
the 
branches of the trees, the down­ 
ward liow or circulation of the sap is 
more active,and the formation of root ­ 
lets with their sucking mouths more 
rapid than when these conditions are 
reversed. In other words, when one 
extrem ity of a tree or plant is warmer 
or moister than the other the predom­ 
inating How of sap is toward t he 
warmest extremitv. 
By attention to this law, and follow­ 
ing its dictates, gardeners are enabled 
to successfully propagate many va­ 
rieties of trees and shrubs, from slips 
and cuttings, which otherwise rarely 
grow from cuttings. 
The foregoing facts should serve as 
guides in transplanting trees. They 
teaeli the importance of care and skill 
in the taking up from the ground and 
in tha removal of trees that are to be 
transplanted, so that as many rootlets, 
w ith unharmed extremities as possi­ 
ble may remain attached to the tree, 
and that the tree, 
especially the 
tibrous roots, should be us little ex­ 
posed as possible to the effects of a 
drying atmosphere. 
That, if planted 
in dry ground, it should he imme­ 
diately wet, to prevent the dcsieation 
of the spongioies by the dry earth 
with which they are placed in contact. 
That the most favorable season of tiie 
year for transplanting is that in which 
the earth is warmer than the atmos­ 
phere. 
That the longer tim e that en­ 
sues after the tree is transplanted be­ 
fore the upward How of the sap pre­ 
dominates, the better. That tin* ear­ 
lier in the fall, as soon as the tempe­ 
rature of the atmosphere falls below 
that of the ground, and while the lat­ 
ter still retains heat acquired in the 
summer, the transplanting is done, 
the less check to the growth of the 
tree will he given by the operation.

The Kansas Pacific issued a circular in 
which the Directors say that $20,000,- 
(100 in securities, to lie used as a bonus, 
to raise the necessary means to meet 
the interest on their bonded debt and 
to liquidate the greater part of their 
floating debt was of no avail, as money 
could not be procured during the pres­ 
ent pressure.
